man from Kentucky is one of the 
most remarkable man the state has ^ 
ever produced. Twentf-ive years 
ago he was a poor idiool teaeher in 
the Keataeky meoatalae, with no 
appamtahaaaa of avar amassing 
wsalth. Today he lp a millionaire 
manytlattei ov«r. Hia fortune Is 
estimated at anywhere from |6,000,- 
fXio tf. :i:2r).fKKi CKK). It is constantly 
growing. He made all his money in 
the Kentucky mountains and he has 
njada it all himself. It is based on 
the penniea and dollars he saved out 
of hia scanty earnings as a school 
teaeher. 

The story of Mayo's rise to wealth 
is one of the most interesting in the 
annals of American millionaires 
While it is nqt spectacular it is a re 
markable example of what foresight 
and grasping of opportoaitlce at 
hand may lead to. 

Mayo was born 48 years ago in 
Paintsville, Johnion eohnty. Ky., 
which is in the modntains. His par- 
ents had nothing save a livelihood 
and at an early i«e young Mayo be- 
gan to teach school. 

The Kentucky mountains were full 
of coal, but at that time the rail- 
roads had not penetrated them at 
all. The coal was so far from mar- 
ket that it was valneleai and there 
was nr. prospect that there would be 
a market for it. ^ 

Mayo realized the richness of the 
coal fields. He saw that the lands 
could be obtained for a little or 
nothing and he believed that before 
many years the world would need 
the coal lands and if he lived until 
the railroads came, wealth would be 
his. 

Mayo went to work on this plan 
Mounts^ coal lands coald be boai^t 

for fifty cents an acre. Control 
could be secured even cheaper, 
through options, as the occupants of 
the land would sell options on im- 
mense tracts for a few dollars. 



Money was scarce in the mountain* 
and the titles to the land ware doubt- 
ful anyway. All the land in Bastem 
Kentucky had been given away at 
the dose of the war under what 
were known as the Virginia grants. 
But aa the original holders and their 
direct descendants had not occupied 
the land, settlers gradually came in, 
took posseesfon, and in a few years 
were looked upon as the rightful 
holders. But there was always the 
possiblBty that hatrt of the original 
owners would dispute their claim. 

Mayo believed that the courts 
would decide for the settlers who 
had improved the land, ao ha bought 
options from them. 

Mayo had made his calculations 
wisely and just in time. In the early 
ninetiea the development of the 
mountains began. Capital turned 
its attention to the possibilities there 
and the mining of coal began. Mayo 
was able to start mining on some of 
his property and acquired more cap- 
ital with which he bought more land 
and more options. 

In 1901 Mayo made his first big 
strike wht n he organized the Consol- 
idated Coal Company, with Balti- 
more and Pittsburg capitalists. For 
his holdings which went into the 
company Mayo received $250,000 and 
$2.50,000 in stock. In a year he had 
organized four more companies and 
he had his first million. 
Since that time his advteiea baa been 
rapid. Associated with theCamdens 
and other coal magnates, he has 
gone about the development of East- 
ern Kentucky, which is now in the 
first stages of a great industrial era. 

For several years Mayo has been 
interested in Democratic state poli- 
cies. Last year he came to the front 
as one of Gov, MeCreary's chief sup- 
porters and he is now recognized as 
one of the most forceful Democrats 
in the state. 

Mayo's friends believe that the 
abilities which have raised him from 
a mountain school teacher to a multi 
millionaire will make him a power 
in the Democratic national councils

It all seema tremendously secret 
and myaterloua. But at tbe appointed 
minute the doors are thMwn open, 
and copies of the report, freshly multi- 
graphed Inside, are given oat to all 
comers.

The telegraph oper- 
ators, whose wires have been held 
open for the news, flash It all over the 
country. 

Now, It la obvloua that the produc- 
tion of this aad other crop reports re- 
quires elaborate machinery, so to 
speak, aad tbe servioes of many tboo* 
sands of persons.

Representing the first <tf these 
sources are the s»eaned *HowBshlp 
correepoadeats^— one or mora of them 
In each township In tbe United States. 
Their number In any given township 
dependa upon the size and agricultural 
Importance of the latter. Such corre 
spondents number about 33,000. TTiey 
are unpaid volunte«r8 — public-spirited 
farmers and other good cltlsena who 
are willing to help the g overnment 
iB this Important work. 

Ckmnty eorrespoadents are the seo> 
OBd sonree of Informatioo. Tbe bn- 
reaa baa one eorveepondent In every 
agricultural county In the United 
States — about 2,800 in all— and this 
man has three or more neighbors or 
friends who report to him regularly 
on the same subjects of erop ^ondl* 
tlona, yield and acreage. 

Third aource: In each atate there 
la a aihealled "state statlstloal agent," 
who gets a ealary tnm the befaan— 
from ItOO a year up, the pay being 
amall In oonalderatlOB of the fact that 
tlie work occupies only part of tila 
time. Reporting regularly to him on 
the aubjecta already mentioned are 
numbers of volunteer "aids." In a big

Dangers of Spitting 

"Ninety-five per cent, of our con- 
sumption." says the North Carolina 
State Board of Health, "comes from 
careless spittinar, coughing and 
sneezing." particularly on the part 
of the consoniptive, but also from 
people who are apparently healthr. 
"Spit is frequently laden with dead- 
ly disease germs, partlenlarly that 
of consumptives. 

"When one coughs, spits, or 
sneezaa. a great moltitade of tiny 
drops of spittle are violently expelled 
from the mouth and nose. The larg- 
est of these dropa can be rsadily 
seen. A large number of smaller 
droplets c|tn be found if a mirror or 
piece of glsas Is held before the face 
when coughing o? sneezing. A tre- 
mendous quantity of still smaller 
droplets are discharged in the form 
of an invisible spray or mist, which 
floats about in the air for some time. 
Scientists have found that when a 
man coughs, spits or sneezes in a 
large Iwll or room where the air is 
quiet, thiBse tiny.invisible germ-laden 
droplets will float in the air for a 
disUnce of 25 to 100 feet. These 
tiny droplets, in the form of mist or 
spray, may be breathed m by other 
people, or they may settle on objects 
with which they come Into intimate 
contact, Buch as food and clothing 
Viewed in this light, such conduct is 
at least impolite. Futbermore, it is 
dangerous to th* pahlic at large to 
have careless people actually cough 
ing.sneezing and spitting germ-laden 
aoatter into their faces, even if it is 
iDTiaible and in the form of fin« 
mlat."

cabinet offlcers, foreign amoassadors 
and ministers but on such doings as 
theae the east room's celebrity must 
hang. 

At the head of tha main flight of 
White House stairs l« a room which 
is historic. In it the Moaroe doctrine 
waa fonnnlatad; In It Andrew Jack- 
son p re p a r ed for hla attack oa tha 
national bank, and in it be made up 
his mind what to do If nullincatlon 
should be attempted In South Caro- 
lina. In this room overlooking the 
rear grounds of the White House be- 
yond which lies the Potomae^ Bu- 
chanan thought on the approach o( 
civil war, and there struggled wltb 
bimaalf on the qnaatlon of duty. Thera 
he met JaSaraoo Davis and other 
sonthera atatesmen, until tltat Uma 
loyal to the flag of the Union. Ia the 
loom President Lincoln drafted his 
emancipation proclamation, and in It 
President McKlnley spent tHe entire 
night following the destruction of the 
Maine In Havana harlwr thinking on 
the awfulneea of war and withstand- 
ing oiglngs that It ahoald bai^ at 
onee. 

Thia room on tha aeoond floor of 

the White House has boon an ofllce or 
asad as a study and a Ittirary of presi- 
dents since the time that the build- 
ing waa erected. The ofllce wing la 
of recent construction, having been 
completed Just about the time that 
Tbeodor^ Roosavait became president. 
Most of the msesagea which have 
been sent to congraaa on minor and 
major aabjeeta were written In ihe 
aeoondHrtory atudy of the ezeentlTe 
manalon propw. It was the room In 
which foreign ambassadors were re- 
ceived by the president when charged 
with messages of moment. There Lm- 
celn and his secretary of state and 
the British ambassador passed twelve 
hours of one day and twelve hours 
o( another in consultation, and at 
timea In controversy, (oUowIng the 
reoelpt of tha newe that the Confed- 
erate commlaalonara, Maaoa and 
Slldell. had bean taken from tba Brit- 
ish ship Trent oa the high aeaa and 
had been made pcladaera a( the 
United States. 

When the office wing o( the White 
House was built th« study and ofllce 
room became a study only. It Is there 
that tha prealdant passea hla aTenlng. 
and n la thura that ha re^elree call- 
ers whose errands ara o( anch a na- 
ture that they do not cara to go pub- 
licly in the daylight hours to the room 
adjoining the cabinet-room in the of- 
llce annex. Originally It was an of- 
fice, a study and a library. The books 
on the shelves have changed with 
each incofialng admlnlstratloa, and 
tbey have rettected the literary taatee 
o( the ln«ua»bent in ofllce. 

When Praeldent Rooeevelt waa In 
the White Houae the study was In na- 
ture that of a circulating library. He 
bad booka upon all kinds of subjects, 
although nature books and hunting 
books predominated. It Is aald, bow- 
ever, that there was not a book on 
flaking in the whole collection, tor 
Mr. Boosevelt liked every other kind 
oC a a tdoor sport, but never want and 
never goes flahlng. a (aet which has 
been aomawhat reaante4 by tha fol- 
lowers at the sport 

U prealdenU o( the United BUtes 
ehose to receive gifts tbey could tUl 
the east room, the study, the blue 
room, the green ruom and rooms or 
other colors. The presents, however, 
which presidents are allowed to take 
are few. Certain gifts have come from 
the powerful ones of the earth, (or- 
•IgB monarcha whoea egerlafi aanid 
Mt be deellaed without gMag of- 
fense, but as BMMt of them have been 
artldee ef aa laaoenooa klad they 
have been takea iB the spirit in wblcb 
they were given. lUag Menellk's gift 
was Innocuous aa long au it was kept 
behind bars. It consisted of two lions 
which his majesty was pleased to 
bava Mr. Koosevelt accept some 
yeara ago. The beasts are now in a 
cage in the Sooioglcat .Garden in Keck 
Creek Park.
